Christmas is a time of good cheer, but Lower 
Bucks County police have no intentions of being 
kind to careless and drunken drivers during the 
holidays. 


Ten Lower Bucks police chiefs joined in a 
statement today declaring that they will not “help 
to kill motorists with kindness.” 


I he statement kicked off a ‘ safc-driving-for- 
the holidays” campaign in Lower Bucks County — 
an attempt to duplicate last year's holiday record 
of no traffic fatalities in the Lower Bucks area.

will 
continue 
through to Friday, Jan. 2. 
‘ Giving a break to a driver who has had a 
drink too many is about the meanest thing you 
can do to him ” said Bristol Township Police Chief 


John R. Stewart. 
“Five minutes later and he could be in an 
accident,” Chief Stewart points out. “ If this hap­ 
pens, the police officer who gives the driver a break 
is as much at fault as the driver ” 
Bending Elbow 
All of the police chiefs agree that the holiday 
custom of bending the elbow plays a large role in 
the seasonal accident rate. 
“Christmas parties are alright,” says Bristol 
Borough 
Police 
Chief 
Vincent 
Faragalli, 
“but 
they have to be done with some common sense.” 
“ I ve been to Christmas parties where no one 
touched a drop of intoxicating drinks, but the 
people had a darn good time,” Chief Faragalli 
declared. 


Next to drinking, the biggest cause of acci­ 
dents during the holiday season seem s to be in­ 
attentive driving, most of the police chiefs agree. 
Chief Franklin Kirby, Falls Township police, 
believes that the Christmas rush of shopping, and 
visiting cause almost as many accidents as over­ 
indulgence at parties. 
“People are in too much of a hurry,” says 
Middletown 
Township 
Chief 
Howard C.* Shook. 
“They’ve got so much on their minds they forget 
that their biggest responsibility is to get where 
they are going alive.” 
Road Conditions Change 
Tullytown Police Chief John Walterick goes 
along with this idea. “ But not only that, the good 
motorists have to keep in mind to look out for the

bad motorists and there are plenty of the bad ones 
to look out for.” 


Chief Charles Grey, Upper Southampton, and 
Chief Edward Wiinsch, Lower Southampton, are 
agreed on this point. They remind motorists that

dangerous in as short a time as an hour. 
Chief John S. Davis, Morrisville, and his neigh­ 
bors, Chief Frank Morgan, Yardley, and Chief 
Robert Paterson, Lower .Wakefield, are equally 
determined that every possible case of drunken 
driving will be investigated and prosecuted. 
Police chiefs celebrate Christmas too, and 
none of them want to wake up Christmas morning 
with the knowledge that a serious accident took 
place that they could have prevented.
